No co 
has been reccived from the Royal Government of National Union with re 
to the credentials for » delegation to the Conference, 


3. The Chairman stated that aftor preparation of the momoraadun forrnal 
credentials in due ferm had been received fron Ghena, Isroel, Kenye, Heuritius 
end Yugoslavia.: In addition, the credentials of the representatives of Singapore 
had been comaunicated in the form of « cabla. ae t 


Ae The representative of Hungary seid that in view of the new situation in 
Indochina, where the pooples sf Viet-Hen a Cambodia had successfully fought 

their heroic strug¢ gle for nutionel independence end scli-deternination, end in the 
light of the cable qucted in paregraph ] of the nemorandun, the report of the 
Committee should unequivocally atate thet the ercdentials of the delegations of ee 
so-called "Republic of Viet-Nam" and the so-called "Khner | Republic" were null and 
void. it the some time, the Conference should recognize thet the only euthentic 
representatives of the South Vietnanese people, nanely those of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Governnent of South Vict-Nan should be given the ple eae without 
undue delay, to ta their lawful seats at the Conference which nad boen denied to 
then in a most diserininatory manner. In the view of his delegation, the seat 
which had elveys belonged to the Royal Government of Netionel Union of Canvodia 
could be taken by 1 delegation of that Goverment at any time they saw fit. With 
respect to the Democratic Ropublic of North Viet-Nan, the domiittce should report 
that the communication fron its Poreign Minister mentioned in paragraph 9 of the 
memorandun had nede it clear that his Governnent wos unable ta acsept the inviteticn 
te participate in the Conference precisely because sf the rofusel by the 

United Nations General assembly to invite the Provisional iiovelutionary Gevernuient 
of South Viet-Nan. 


5. The representative of the Ivory Coast stated tact African Celegationg, dosnpite 
the ebsence of 2 South African delogetion fron the presont eossion, would like to 
record their reservations with reepost to the credenbiels of thet Sovernnent in the 
past sessions. As for the communications from the forner governments of Cambodia 
and South Viet-Nean, his delereticn woul support the view “presentative of 
Hungery thot they vere well end void, bas eppoged to G anything on 
credentials which might in future he oubnitted res the. Venndt ils deelt only with 
those which had becn submitted.

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7. The Chairman proposed that, as an exceptional measure, in order to avoid having 
to hold another meeting, the Conmittee accept, subject to later validation, the 
communications of those Governments which were listed in parcgraphs 6 and 7 of the 
Memorandum, except those of the Khmer Republic and the Republic of Viet-Nam, in licu 
of formal credentials, 


8. The Committee. adopted the Chairman's proposal without objection. 


9. | The Committee further decided that the communications regarding participation 

in the Conference received from the Permanent Representative of the Government of the 

former "Khmer Republic" and from the Permanent Observer of the Government of the 

former "Republic of Vict-Nan" were invalid, i 


1C. The representative of China made reservations as to the use in paragraph 9 
above of the words "Khmer Republic" and "Republic of Viet—Nam". 
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
